Chicago Man Sets Record 
In Descent of Pikes Peak

ALMOST any good ear can go 
up Pikea Peak, if it sets its 
mind to it. 
But coming down— 
as the brakes say, “Ah, there is 
the mb,'9 
A few weeks ago a stock Rolls- 
Royce touring car traversed the 
seventeen and three-quarter miles 
down the mountain, from an alti­ 
tude of 14,109 feet, on foot brakes 
alone. This is the first time in the 
history of the automotive indus­ 
try that this fast has bssn accom­ 
plished. 
Ordinarily the motorist descend­ 
ing Pikes Peak uses both foot and 
hand brakes, supplemented by mo­ 
tor compression. 
Many of them 
carry tanks to drop cooling water 
on thb brake drums. 
The Rolls- 
Royce had no such special equip­ 
ment, nor did it in the course of 
the long grind at any time have 
recourse to motor or emergency 
brake. The only stop made during 
the descent was to surrender a toll 
ticket and required but a few sec­ 
onds. 


The car making the trip, owned 
by R. S. Jackson of Chicago, had 
already made the trip from Chi­ 
cago. 
The descent of the Peak 
was made without the slightest 
evidence of a strain on tile brakes, 
according to an affidavit signed 
by Jackson, Lumen Giffin, auto­ 
mobile editor of the Rocky Moun­ 
tain News, and the three others 
passengers in the car. 
Brakes on this car had already 
done 20,000 miles without adjust­ 
ment. 
The brakes were not ex­ 
amined until thA car made the 
gruelling trip back to Chicago. 
There it was found that no ad­ 
justment was needed, and as far 
as micrometer measurement of tho 
brake bands showed, they had sus­ 
tained practically no wear. 
The Feroda brake bands, which 
are standard equipment on the 
Rolls-Royce and which are vir­ 
tually indestructible, are used on 
the underground railways of Lon­ 
don and Paris, where they are 
required to stop an express trails 
at fun speed in five seconds.

It was nearly 
200 years after van IJelmont's dis­ 
covery that practical steps were tak­ 
en to harness this elusive spirit. 
Natural gas was found several 
years later in England, one of the 
first descriptions of this being that 
of Thomas Shirley in which he men­

On May 18, 1804, Frederick Al­ 
bert Vinsor, a German, obtained the 
first English patent for gas-making 
purposes.

Mall, London, January 28, 1807. In 
April, 1812. Parliament granted a 
charter to this company, “The Lon­ 
don and Westminster Gas, Light & 
Coke Company” and thus the first 
gas company in the world came in­ 
to being.
